beſides all other meanes deriued from our ductifull affections, 
aſwell in making timely p2oniſion of all things neceſſary foz 
your Nauy and Army Nopall, as in maintaining and vling the 
lame at times conuentent ; that wee ſhould long beloꝛe this day 
haue bene expoſed to the danger of many ſudden and dangerous 
attempts. of our . and failed in all thoſe happy ſucceſſes, 
which haue accompanied pour Ropall actions taken in hand fox 
the delence of this Eſtate: And ſeeing alſo that (at this pꝛeſent 
time) your Yighneſle hath bene put to ineſtimable charge, in the 
neceſſary pzoſccution of an vnnaturalk Rebellion within your 
Highnelle Realme of Jreland, dayly fedde by fozraine ene mies. 
Whole actions haue not onely tended to the ſubucrſion of Gods 
true Religion planted — vs and to the bereauing ol that 
Kealme from pour Jmperiall Crowne ot England, to whichit 
haͤth bene ſo many yeeres idyned and annered, but conſequently 
to the ruine and ſpoyle of this moſt flouriſhing kingdome of Eng- 
land. Foz the better effecting whereof, the king ot Spaine hath 
now openly inuaded the Realme ol Jreland, with an Army alrea⸗ 
dy landed in the Pꝛouince of Munſter, hauing not fozbozne to 
publiſh chere his reſolute purpoſe to vlurpe to himlelfe that 
Crowne, euen by a plaine Conqueſt (in cafe ot reſiſtance) thou 
coloured with a-vaine pꝛetext of an illuſoꝛy donation from the 
ee ol Rome. whole vſurped authoꝛitie wee haue abandoned, as 
becommeth all good ſubtects to doe, that meane no leſſe in deede. 
then they pꝛolelle in name. CC 
Fozaſmuch as we doe ſerioully conſider, that your Maiefty and 
we pour faithfull and obedient Subiects, are but one body poli⸗ 
tique and that your Highneſle is the head, and we the members, 
and that no good oz felicitie, peritl eben can come to the 
one, but che other ſhal partake thereof; we haue thought it a mat⸗ 
ter incident to the naturall care. and ſence we ought to feele ot our 
pꝛeſent and future condition, ſeeing your enemies are ſtrengthe⸗ 
ned by combination with other States, and doe receiue from 
their confederates great contributions of treaſure, foz aduance⸗ 
ment of this. and ſuch like enterpꝛiſes, whileſt we doe ſee on the o⸗ 
ther ſide, that pour Mateſlies expences onely tend to the aduance- 
ment ot᷑ the true gloꝛy of God, and defence of the libertie and felt 
citie ot the imperial Crowne of this Realme and ol the kingdoms 
and dominions thereof, and are neither ſuppoꝛted by any other 
Pꝛince oꝛ State, noꝛ caried on in your ſelfe with any vaine ambi⸗ 
tion oꝛ waſtefullhumoz of conſuming the treafuresof this king- 
dome, to offer to your Maieſtie the diſpoſition ol luch meanes, as 
God hath giuen vs. to be implaped foz pꝛeſeruation ofGods cauſe, 


fo: maintenance of your owne dignitie, and all ſuch rights my

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titles. as be annexed to your jmperiall Crowne, being fully reſol- 
ued.to leaue both lands. goods, and whatſoeuer els, that is dea⸗

diſcharged againſt the Queenes Maieſtie, her heires and ſuc⸗ 
ceſſours foz euer, by fozce of this pꝛeſent Act of free Nardon. 

And pet nenerthelelle, all eſtreates ot ſuch Fines. Allues and A⸗ 
merciaments, as be now pardoned by this Acte, and which bee al- 
ready eſtreated foꝛth ol the Court ot᷑ Exchequer, and be remaining 
in the hand of the Shiriſle, Underchiriſte, oꝛ Bailiffe fo: collecting 
of the lame ſines, iſlues. and — vpon the at” 
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of the ſame eſtreates, be oꝛderly charged and deliuered by ſcrowes 
into the Office of the Pipe in the Court of Exchequer, as hereto⸗ 
foꝛe hath beene accuftomed, to the intent that thereupon, oꝛder 
maybe taken, that her Maieſty may be truly anſwered ol all uch 
fines, iſſues, and amerciaments, not by this Act pardoned, and 
which any Shiritte, Aanderſhiriſte, Bailifle, oz other Officer oꝛ mi⸗ 
niſter hath receiued, oz ought to anſwere by foꝛce oz colour of any 
ſuch eſtreat, pzoceſle, oꝛ pꝛecept to him oꝛ them made, foz the leuy- 
ing thereot: And yet that notwithſtanding, all and euery Shi⸗ 
riſſe and Shiriffes and other accountant vpon his oꝛ their petiti⸗ 
on oꝛ petitions to bee made foꝛ the allowance of any ſuch fines, 
iſſues and amerciaments, as by this Act is pardoned, ſhal haue all 
and euery ſuch his, and their petition allowed in his and their ac⸗ 
count and accounts, without paying any fee oꝛ reward to any Of- 
ficer,Clerke oꝛ other miniſter,fo2 the making,entringoz allowing 
of any ſuch petition oꝛ petitions, any vſage oz cuſtome to the con⸗ 
trary thereof notwithſtanding. Th 
And alſo excepted out of this Pardon, all goods, chattels, debts, 

actions, and ſuites already foꝛſeited, oz whereofany right oz title 
is accrued and growen to the Queenes Maieſtie by reaſon of any 
outlawꝛp, and whereof the Queenes Mateſty by yer Dighneſle 
letters Patents, hath beloꝛe the laſt day of this pzeſent Seſſiou 
of Parliament made any grant, couenant oz pꝛomiſe to any per⸗ 
ſon oꝛ perſons, | | 

And alſo excepted out ofthis Pardon, all ſuch perſons, which 
haue committed oz done anyoſtence oꝛ cffences contrary to the te⸗ 
nour oꝛ effect ofthe Statute made in the ſeuen and twentie peere 
ol her Maieſties raigne. Intituled, An act againſt Jeſuites, Se⸗ 
minarie paiefts, and other ſuch diſobedient perſons, oz of any part 
thereof: and all outlawꝛies, pꝛoceedings, iudgements and execu⸗ 
tions vpon the ſame offences oz any of them. 

And alſo excepted all perſons which haue committed oz done 
any offence, contrary to the Statute made in the thꝛee and twen⸗ 
lie yeereof her Maieſlies reigne, Jntituled, An Acte to retaine 
the Queenes MPateſties Subiects in their due obedience, oꝛ any 
part thereof: and all outlawztes, pꝛoceedings, and Judgements, 
and executions vpon the ſame oflences oꝛ any ol them, foꝛ ſuch oz 
ſo long time as they ſhall continue diſobedient oꝛ wilfully obſti⸗ 
nate in any the ſame offences. And pet neuertheleſſe, whenſoeuer 
the ſame perſons , oꝛ any of them ſhall willingly ſubmit them 
ſelues in their due obedience to her Maieſtie, and will come to the 
Church to heare diuine Seruice, and willingi refuſe the ſayde 
wiitull obſtinacie, andcontoꝛme themſelues in the ſayd cauſes of 
Religion and doctrine, and continue in ſuch their me 
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and due obedience to her Mateſty, accoꝛding as bythe Lawes and 
Statutes ot this Yealme they ought to doe: that then and from 
thencefo2th all and euery ſuch perſon and perſons, ſo ſubmitting 
and yeelding themſelues in their due obedience towards her Ma⸗ 
ieſtie, and ſo continuing in the ſame, ſhall ſoꝛth with bee recetued 
and enabled by foꝛce ofthis Act, to haue and enioy the full benefite 
ofthis generall Pardon, as largeiy and fully in all reſpects, as a- 
ny other of her Maieſties good Subiectes haue oz ought to enioy 
by vertue ot this Acte ot generall Pardon. | 

And alſo excepted out of this Pardon, all ſuch perſons as be and 
remaine ſtill attainted oꝛ condemned, and not already pardoned, 
ok, oꝛ to2 any rebellion, oz leuping of warre, oꝛ ok, oz foz any con⸗ 
. tptracte of any rebellion oꝛ leuying of warre within this Realme 
oꝛ in any other the Queenes Dominions, 

And alſo excepted all falſe fozging , andcounterkeiting of any 
Commiſſion oz Commiſſions to enquire of any lands, tenements, 
oz hereditaments, and alſo all falſe fozging and counterfeiting of 
any vntrue Certificate, oꝛ returne ot any Commillton oz Com- 
millions, obtainedo2 gotten foꝛth ot᷑ any Court oz Courts, toen⸗ 
guireof any Landes, Tenements, oꝛ other thinges whatſoeuer: 
And all and all maner falſifying of any particular, oꝛ ot any Bil 
oꝛ Bils, ſigned byher Maieſtie, after the engroſſing thereof, and 
befoze the paſſing of the ſame vnto the great Deale. + 

And alſo except ont of this Pardon, all offences committed oꝛ 
done by any perſon oꝛ perſons in new building, diuiding ol Ce⸗ 
nements, taking ot Inmates, newe Incloſures, and other Nu- 
ſances in any place within the Citie of London, and Suburbes 
of the ſame , oz within thꝛee miles ot the ſaide Citie, contrary to 
the Lawe, oꝛ any her Mateſties Pꝛoclamations in that behalte 
made. ; | 

Pꝛouided alwayes,andbe it enacted by the authoꝛitie afozeſaid, 
that it ſhall and may be lawfull to all and euery Clearke and other 
Officers of the Queenes Courtes, to award and make Ww2ittes ot 
Cap'as Vtlagat. at the ſuite ot the partie plaintife againſt ſuch per- 
ſons outlawed as bee pardoned by this Acte, tothe intent to com⸗ 
pell the defendant and defendants to make anſ were to the plain- 
tile and plaintifes, at whoſe ſuite, he, oꝛ they were outlawed, and 
that euerpperſon ſo ontlawed, ſhall ſuea noꝛitte of Scire facias a- 
gainſt the partie oꝛ parties, at whoſe ſuite, he, oꝛ they were ſo out- 
lawed, befo2e this Pardon in that behalte hail be allowed to him 
oz them that is ſooutkawed, : 

Pꝛouided alſo, and be it enacted by the authoꝛitie ol this pꝛeſent 
Parliament, that this Acte of general Pardon ſhal not in any 
wiſe extende to any perſon outlawed vpon any Mꝛitte of Cons 
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ad ſatisfaciendum, vntill ſuch time as the perſon ſo outlawedchall 
latiſtie, oz otherwiſe agree with the partie at whoſe ſuite the ſame 
perſon was ſooutlawed oz condemned. ; 
Pꝛouided like wiſe, and be it enacted. that neither this Act ofge- 
nerall Pardon, noz any thing therein contatned,\ballin any wiſe 
extend toanyperſon,that is,02ſhalbe put to execution, at any time 
betoze tenne dapes after the ende ol this Sellion ol Parliament: 
Oz to pardon and diſcharge any offence oz miſdemeanoꝛ commit; 
ted oꝛ done by any Puruepour, oꝛ other Taker whatweuer, in ta⸗ 
king, oꝛ purueping ok anp pꝛouiſton whatſoeuer foz the Queenes 
Maieſties houſhold, oz otherwiſe to the Queenes Dighneſle be- 
17 95 by pꝛetence oꝛ colour thereof, contrary vnto, oꝛ againſt 
any the La weg oꝛ Statutes in that behalfe made, oꝛ oꝛdained. 
Pꝛouided alſo, and be it enacted by the authoꝛitie afozeſaid, that 
neither this Acte, noꝛ any thing therein contained, ſhall extend to 
pardon oꝛ diſcharge any offence committed oꝛ done by any Com- 
miſſioner, Captaine oz other perſon whatſoeuer, in thecoꝛrupt 
taking o2 hauing of any money oꝛ other gift oꝛ rewarde foꝛ the 
changing, releaſing, oꝛ diſcharging of any Souldier pꝛeſt oꝛ ap- 
pointed to ſerue her Mateſtie in the defence of the Realme o2 0: 
- therwile : 02 any offence committed oz done by any again 
the Eccleſtaſticall tate oꝛ gouernement eſtabliſhed 
in this Realme, oꝛ any hereſte oꝛ 
Schilme in Religion 
whatſoeuer. 
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
